Answering a question as to the_num- 
ber of immigrants entering Canada 
last March, Hon. T. A. Crerar said 
1222.

Ruthenia sent 158, almost as 
many as the United Kingdom and Ire¬ 
land. Think over these figures, for a 
moment. Britain is spending millions 
every year to defend Canada, as well 
as the rest of the Empire, yet the Un¬ 
ited Kingdom and Iieland (we love to 
include Ireland) sent only 165 while 
Ruthenia alone*sent 156. We hope 
that the foreigners who are coming 
here will appreciate what Britain is 
doing, because our own people do not.

In the meantime the head of the 
house has left home, presumably to 
find work, hitch-hiking and riding the 
rods to the coast.

This leaves the wife and children 
helpless, without source of income. The 
wife’s readiness to work is handicapp¬ 
ed by her small family.

An instance brought to attention re¬ 
cently, p ovides one example of the 
never ceasing impos tions which arc 
tl rust upon municipalities by senior 
governments.

•n overcome the prejudice. There was 
hsolntely no business in the district 
for him. He had bought a cheap car, 
imT in the course of a few months he 
and his family had exhausted their 
every cent.

Yi ui- attention is directed to the provisions of The Agricultural 
Pests Act, vvilii li requires every owner and.occupant of land to destroy 
al! pi -t. ju i died within the aforementioned Act. 

The Mu i cipal District is required to direct and see that every 
owner and occupant of land takes the necessary precautions and con¬ 
ducts mi qctivV and aggressive control programme with' respect to 
grasshoppers present*on lands under his control. 

Your attention is drawn, to the following Sections of The 'Agricul- 
tuial Pests Act - 

5. Every person shall lakh'active control measures with a view to 
destroying ail pests upon lands owned or occupied or controlled by him, 
and wi.en given any s|fecific directions with regard to such-destruction 
by an officer lie shall obey such directions. 

, -I. A notice may be served upon him requiring him to forthwith 
take any action—*—. ^ 

a. ill the event of any person failing within 5 (three) days after 
such notice lias been served upon him to obey- such directions, any offi¬ 
cer may secure the pmper material and take wnatever action necessary 
to destioy such pests and Che amoflnt of such account shall be record¬ 
ed against the land, payment of which shall be enforced in the same 
manner as tnat ol ine taxes against the land. 

7. Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this Act, 
or with any notice or regulations herein provided, shall be liable to a 
penalty ol not more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) and ests. 

\ ou are hereby notified, pursuant to the provisions of The Agricul¬ 
tural i ests Act, that you are required forthwith, in accordance with 
methods outlined in Government posters or instiuctions issued by any 
omcer charged with tne enforcements of the Act, to take active meas¬ 
ures to poison and destroy all grasshoppers on all lands, with road al¬ 
lowances adjacent thereto, owned, occupied or controlled by you; and 
that upon iallure so to do, the said pest may be destroyed and the cost

Your attention is directed to Government posters and other litera¬ 
ture outlining methods of control which are displayed in Post Offices, 
t.rain Elevators, iViixing Stations and other public places.

1. Every few days, after May Iff, examine carefully all roadsides, 
headlands, and weedy or abandoned fields.

2. Do not sow stubble land. If absolutely necessary to seed stub¬ 
ble it should he PLOUGHED DEEPLY. 

9. Land to be summer-fallowed in 1958 should he cultivated .shal¬ 
lowly early in the Spring to bring egg pods to the surface where wind 
and sun may destroy them. 

•L Plough foul- rod guard strips around all stubble fields. Culti¬ 
vate such fields from the outside towards the centre, and poison the 
’hoppers on the centn^strip.

A joint meeting, of the members of 
the Berrywater, Mayview and Kirk- 
dale locals of the U.F.A. and U.F.W. 
A., was held recently at the Berrywa¬ 
ter school to discuss the production 
tax act. 

There was. a good attendance of the 
members and discussion of the ’ques¬ 
tion before the meeting was lecl by Mr. 
Ponald' Sinclair. After a lengthy dis- 
ussion of the act, the following resolu¬ 
tion was passed and transmitted to 
the head office of the Organization. 

“Whereas we, a joiVit meeting of the 
Berrywater, Kirkdale' and Mayview 
locals, have considered the Agricultur¬ 
al Land Relief Act; and, whereas this 
tax js applied to gross production, be 
it resolved that we are in favor of 
pome kind of production tax, but are 
opposed to the act being applied on the 
gross production.” 

Although this Act is being discussed 
very freely among the majority of the 
farmers of the district, this is the first 
report of a protest meeting held in the 
district that has been received.
